1 p.n. and 2 p.m. on 22 February 1950 it was observed from the 
road south of the field that a pi sine dropped parachutes over 
the field area, weather conditions Partly overcast, 6oC to 
800-metor base of cloud, 10 to 15 -km visibility range, westerly 
wind , about 50 kn per hour. The plane, flying at an altitude 
of about 25© to 5oO taeters, approached the center of the landing 
field from the south, shortly before the field border, the en- 
gine was throttled down to a speed of about 2oO km per hour.

a. The information on the occupation of the field by 30 to 
35 LI-28 (probably an air transport regi:sent} , the condition 
of the field and the expansion work under way was supplied* by 
tw r o sources and confirms previous observations. 

b. The dropping of parachutes, apparently practices (see para 8), 
is reported for the first time. It was repeatedly observed 
during the jumper of 1949 that the fltenburg air-transport regi® 
mailt made shipments for tinny units. Parachute j umpw were also 
seen. The air transport regiment is apparently being trained 25X1 B 
for supplying units from the air. 
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
